An extremely brutal murder -recently 
perpetrated at home by two young brothers, 
who have since expiated their crime on the 
scaffold, has furnished the first case in which 
evidence for the Crown on the capital charge 
has rested | largely con the fingerprint 
system of identification, Jt was proved to 
the satisfaction of the jury that the accused 
entered a small shop in the Deptford district 
of London, and atfler murdering the proprie: 
tor and his wife, proceeded to ransack the 
premises and. then decamped with a few 
paltry pounds in their possession, Unfort- 
sunately for them they did not leave the 
place unobserved, and when subsequent- 
‘ly brought up) in 
the custody of the police evidence was 
tendered that finger marks about the shap 
ccorresponded, with — finger-print — impres- 
sions made by the prisoners after arrest. 
The defence maintained that this system of 
identification was insufficient lo warrant a 
conviction, and Mr. Justice Channell pointed 


the accused were 


but that where the prints were taken for the 
purpose of identification of a criminal whose 
impressions the police already possessed, the 
system seemed to be'extremely reliable, but 
he directed the attention ofthe jury to the 
fact that it) was an entirely different 
thing .to apply the system to a casual 
made by the perspiration of the 
thumb on the object. Other evidence, of a 
circumstantial nature, was forthcoming and 
the prisoners were found guilty. We are 
not aware that this system of identification 
has ever secured the conviction of criminals 
in Hongkong, though there can be no doubt 
that’ since Mr. fF. J, Badeley introduced it 
into Victoria Gaol in March of last year 
that many valuable points have been noted 


from it, At the present time all criminals, 


have their finger prints taken on admission 
to the prison, and as Mr. Craig took up. the 
study of the system at New Scotland Yard 
while, at home, the development of the 
science in connection with the detection of 
criine in Hongkong should proceed tin- 
checked. Under proper control there is much 
to be-said in its favour as a great and reliable 
means of identification, although in in- 
experienced bands it is quite possible it 
may become a menace to the administration 
of justice. According to the expert evid- 
-dtice adduced at the murder trial at.the Old 
Bailey, the point to be born in mind is. that 
it ig not enough ‘that there — should 
be two or three points of resem: 
blance between ‘two prints, but that 
the prints must be absolutely identical. ‘The 
whole system is based on the fact that a 
finger print docs hot appreciably alter.after 
birth, and, therefore, the differences, if any, 
are far more important than slated points of 
resemblance. One distinct and clear fanda- 
mental difference between two prints estab- 
lishes this fact beyond a doubt that they

ADMIRAL ROBSESTVENSE P'S 
COFNCIL OF WAR, 

The Asahé publishes an, interesting account 
of the council of war held on bourd the flagship 
of Admiral’ Rohjestvensky before he left the 
coast of Annam, The account is suppl ed ‘by. 
a Russian officer now a prisoner at Nagasaki. 

The officer, according to his . interviewer, 
stated thal the third Batic Squadron {Neboga- 
toff’s) left Jibmilat noon on April ath last, when 
the signal was displayed on the flagship, “Be 
prudent and join the Second Squadron without 
fail.” Navigation of the Indian Ocean proved 
more dificult thanwas anticipated, and some 
of the men, unused to sucha voyage and climate, 
became unfit farduty. At'Singapore news was 
obtained of the whereabours of the Second 
Squadron, and ajunction waseffected off Annam 
on May sth, when the men of each ship un deck 
pirade cheered in honour ofthe Tsar The 
highest spirits prevaiied, and a holiday was 
given the men withan allowance of Rrox. Alew 
days afterwards a council of war was held on 
board the flagship of Admiral Rohjestvensky, 
when the course to be taken for reaching 
Viadivostok was considered. ‘Ihe, council 
lasted several hours, One “Admiral said the 
enemy on the Japan Sea was not to be despised 
and moved that the Fleet should advance 
through the Soya Straits in order to avoid the 
Japanese. Another Admiral, seconding the 
mation in favour of the general rcute, suggest: 
ed that the Pacific coast’ of Japan should be 
menaced and ihe passage of Tsugaru Straits 
forced. A Captain remarked that the squadron 
was the successor of Nelson's ‘reat fleet 
which confronted and avercame half the sea 
power of the world und thought. that? the 
Russian ‘need.not fear the Japanese on the 
Japan Sea, He suggested that Formosa should 
be taken in one action and a base of operations 
established.
